The Shallows murder, but tho Doops 
are dumb. 


Bryan Is a Babbler, not a Statesman, 


and that Is the reason the buaiaobs 
world distrusts him. It Is unnecessary 
to dispute the appellation or argue tire 
justice of the Babblet's belo\v-par rep- 
utation for safety and aanity. 
The 


tact remains that he does not have tUo 
confidence of the men who make the 


* wheels go around, and that fact 


be sufficient 'to stop the wheels if he 
should by any perverse accident 
of 


circumstance bo chosen at. President. 


The .Babbler has proposed remedied 


• for every known public 111 which has 


been complained of slnco 1SDG. Not 
one ol these remedies has been prac- 
tical, and time has demonstrated that 
many of them would have been most 
vicious and damaging in their appli- 
cation. His policies have always beeu 
drastic and destructive. 


The Trust problem is admittedly n 


• gigantic one, *but the remedy offered 


by the Babbler will not appeal to wise 
reflection. 
Bryan would restrict cor- 


porate monopoly by licensing the 
Trusts, but he would not peimlt any 
one corporation to do more than 30 
per centum of the business of the 
country in its particular Uno. 
Any 


manufacturing plants or accessories* 
over ancl'above such as are capable of 
doing this amount o£ the special but.- 
Mneas under consideration he would 
compel the Trusts to sell at public 
outcry. This wort Id mean virtual con- 
fiscation, because at such forced sate 
real value coulcl not be obtained. 
It 


would also retard development and hi- 
vite common ruin, especially if under 
the licenie s-ystem as proposed the 
Government would regulate prices of 
the commodities manufactured. 


The economies of large production 


are admitted by the Babbler. 
These 


economies inure to the benefit of labor 
and to the prosperity of the country 
by expanding foreign trade, Increasing 
national prosperity and adding to the 
wealth and happiness of tho whole 


. country. 


In his Indianapolis speech the Bab- 


bler undertook to show that his Trust 
Ideas would not, as charged by Taft, 
"extirpate and destroy" business. He 


tsald: • 


SUPPOHG wo havo a corporation now 
controlling- sovcnty-ftvo per cent, of the 
output oC tho article in which It dcula, 
and through this control, regulating 
the prico and tho terms of sale. 
Ilnw 
would tho Democratic plan affect It? 
A date would bo fixed at which tho law, 
would take effect, and on or before that 
data the corporation would bo rc-aulred 
to apply for a license. 
The evidence 
would show that It controlled a larger 
proportion of tho product than the law 
permitted, and It would bo compelled 
1 to sell oft enough of Its plants to re- 
duce Its output to (ICty por.cent. of tho! 
total product. 
It could then comply'

the form of a. cheaper product and a 
better product, part would go to the! 
producer oC raw material in tho for in 
of a better price, and part would go 
to the wage earnois In the form of hot-i 
tei wugoH.

would nc> longer be able to collect div- 
idends on watered stock by controlling 
the market.

ruin? The Babbler says nobody would 
lose but tho Trust magnates. 
The 


Trusts number among their stock- 
holders thousands of 
comparatively 


poor people. In a war of competition 
It Is always the weaker vessels that 
are wrecked. 
It is a question o£ the 


survival of the fittest, and the smaller; 
operators are seldom the fittest. It 
is evident that everybody would lose 
but th© Trust magnates. 
' The American Tin Plate Company 
was among the first of the American 
Trusts. Previous to its formation, the 
tin plate industry was experiencing 
one of those periods of competition 
which the Babbler tells us make high 
wages. Increased demand, raultfpUfd 
factories and larger employment for 
labor. 
There were no such results 


The market suffered from ovcrproduc 
tion, the mills were running: without 
profit and some of them, were facing 
barikruptcy. , Consolidation was fol- 
lowed by the regulation of output to 
the demands of trade, the fixing of 
standard prices, not too high but 
reasonable, and the advancement of 
the wages of labor. 


The moat serious indictment against 


tho Trusts Is that they nro making the 
jcontmmor of their products pny divi- 
dends on \\atered stocks, yot It was 
tho "independent" operators, whom the 
Babbler pleads for, that received all 
this "water.1'

Integral parts oC tho Trust systrmt 
while othera built now planlH and 
prolltod by-the stable und profit-mak- 
ing prices established and maintained 
by the Trusts. 
Tho experience of tho 


cokn, Iron and Hteel business shows 
that independent competition Is too 
frequently either cutthroat competition 
In dull times or highway robbery in 
boom times. 
It Is u known fact that 


the policy of the U. S. Steel Corpoia- 
Uon has been against either condition, 
but It is also true that this great Trust 
has fixed prices to enable It to pay a 
strut U divldwnd ou UK common .stock, 
which Is largely if not wholly water, 
and to pile up a big surplus it gainst 
tutut'c renewals and loan ycius 
Yot. 


this Is not moio than individual and 
independent rmmnt'actmeis, merchant** 
tinri others have done. 


Tho regulation of Trusts is, there- 


fore, a great question and a difficult 
one. It has many sides and U includes 
a multiplicity of Interests reaching far 
out into the runkt* of the Common 
People. But tho remedies proposed by 
the Bubbler aro vain and trifling. A 
better regulation would be one taxing 
profits and aurpUtH over anil above 
reasonable oar u ings on a 
j rasnnuble
